In these trying economic times, does the Bay really need a motor-mouthed, 
drug-snorting, pussy-obsessed playboy hip-hop collective — one that 
shouts out Eric Estrada, acid house, and Optimus Prime while bragging 
about using paper bags for condoms and instructing someone to “juggle 
balls in your mouth like a circus act”? Well, yes, actually. Hilariously 
quick-witted San Francisco-based beastly boys Kalrillian certainly bring 
the sparkling regression to match the recession — by channeling naughty 
spirits from rap’s past like Kool Keith, Shock G, and Prince Paul, and lit¬ 
erally melting themselves to audio gaga as they “lick Cool Whip off your 
flatmate.” The bouncy braggadocio of Kalril Sian’s new album, The Velvet 
Pocket (Psychokinetics) and over-the-top flashback image somehow seem 
perfectly refreshing right now. 

Experienced Bay nightlifers will recognize some long-time scenesters 
among the Kal’s colorful cast. No need to fret over missing all the in-jokes, 
though — KalriSlian’s got a million of’em, and most involve doing lines 
off your girlfriends’ ass. Check them out live at the release party for Daly 
City cool kid Mochipet’s new Bunnies & Muffins platter: 

SFBG You sure got a lot of people — it's like you re a super group or something 
Tell me about who's all involved ... 

"UNCLE" TONY HIGHRISE (producer) You’re goddamn right this 
group is super! I’ll tell you what — I wouldn’t have left Miami unless 
it was for something really, really super. I came up on the scene in 
Delaware back in the day. I was a freelance hype man for a while with 
my cousin Wicked Awesome J, rest his soul. After the accident, I drifted 
south and started wearing polyester. It just seemed like the thing to do. 
Polyester was tough in Miami — it’s not that breathable, you know. But I 
was committed. 

KEYLO VENEZUELA (producer) We ARE super group. We make 
fantastic sound music and tell our stories to everybody. The music is the 
passion that covers the world. 

SMOOTH RICK CHOSEN (vocalist) I’m an ex-Barbazon School of 
Modeling student who got hooked on pills and realized he had a gift, in 
his pants. 

CHACHI HARLEM (vocalist) I was raised in the slum village of Little 
Harlem, where I sold my body as a baby boy wonder with a long stroke for 
fun bags. After 18 years of old lady bing-bong, I ran away on tour with the 
Oakland Outlaws, a dyke roller derby team. I crotch-buffed my way to the 
Bay in 2002, and stumbled into Keylo at El Farolito. He was a crack/coco 
dealer ... perfect, right? And the rest is ... phew ... what was the question 
again? 

TYRONE SHOELACES (vocalist) I’ve been pimpin’ based out of the 
North Beach neighborhood since the third grade. Soliloquies always rolled 
off my tongue like lady glaze, so I knew early on I should grab the mic.

BERNIE "THE TOUCH" GOLDSTEIN (accountant) Felix is rather 
guarded about his upbringing, but rumors are he went on the run after 
getting caught spying on Prime Minister Tony Blair’s wife in the shower 
while masquerading as a milkman. I can only tell you I met him on a gig 
Tyrone put together — he was the muscle, I was the brains and charisma. 


SFBG Who came up with your dope name , ha. 

KEYLO I came to Uncle Tony and ask for ideas on how to make a story- 
vocal super music fantastic group. We lose our focus for our regular big 
band exotica in Miami and move to California to record with our friend 
Chachi Harlem and his band. I call the caravan RV motor van we take 
to California as “KALRIISIAN” ... after a dream I take about money 
and Jesus. 

BERNIE I think it was me who coined the name, while eBaying some 
assets I collected from someone who owed me a lot of money. I haven’t for¬ 
gotten you, Timmy Jacobs! 

CHACHI All I remember is that I woke up in the Green Door Room at 
the Mitchell Brothers, where Keylo introduced me to Tyrone and Felix. 
They worked a hot dog stand and did a sideshow double-dutch act with 
four strippers and the longest anal beads you can imagine. Keylo said to 
me, “These dudes are crazy!” I said, “No, they’re KALRISSIAN.” 

UNCLE TONY I was the one who thought of the name KALRIMIAN. I 
was a pretty big Star Trek fan when I was a kid. 

SFBG What can we expectfrom a KALRI$$IANlive show? 

BERNIE Expect to be impressed by these boys. Chachi has more steps 
than a Mexican pyramid. Felix has the angelic voice of a deep-throating 
choirboy. Keylo ... his hypnotic eyes will look right through you. Rick’s 
got more horsepower in his pants than a ’73 Skylark. Tyrone’s got lines 
like a fat lady’s ass. And Uncle Tony ... well, he’s just Uncle Tony. Not to 
mention the ladies ... oh, the ladies: Kitty L’Amour, Holly Blow Lighty, 
Ladymasters ... 

TYRONE Imagine if Gallager, GWAR, Slick Rick, Jim Morrison, and 
Sammy Davis Jr. had a filthy sex dream at the same time. But, like, no 
dudes touched other dudes and Tony Bennett was rapping, but like real 
good. I’ve also heard “2 Live Crew meets Beastie Boys with just a hint of 
Weird Al.” Expect tight choreography, well-dressed men, scantily clad 
women, and on-stage drug and alcohol abuse. 

UNCLE TONY It’s a lot to take in. You see a lot of Rick’s goddamn cock, 
that’s for sure.

No need to wallow in immanent depressions, barhoppers. There 
are ungodly delicious drinks being served all over this town, ones 
sure to distract from any pink slip woes. So buck up, and bot¬ 
toms up. Let’s get outrageous. 

LARGE AND IN CHARGE 

You know what would help take the edge off your bummer? A great 
big wallow in giant vat of booze. Your first stop should probably 
be the kitsch-drenched Tonga Room (950 Mason, SF. 415-772- 
5278, www.fairmont.com) since there’s a fair chance it won’t be 
there much longer. This tiki-themed oasis offers a stunning variety 
of humongous drinks to choose from, and during the extremely 
affordable happy hour — weekdays, 5 p.m.-7 p.m. — you’ll save 
some serious grass skirt. You can also find plus-sized, shareable 
tropical cocktails at various prices but still packing punch at Le 
Colonial (20 Cosmo Place, SF. 415-931-3600, www.lecolonialsf. 
com), Bamboo Hut (479 Broadway, SF. 415-989-8555, www. 
maximumproductions.conU and Alameda’s Forbidden Island 
(1304 Lincoln, Alameda. (510) 749-0332, www.forbiddenislandal- 
ameda.com). The Island on the island opens at 3 p.m. on Sundays, 
so you can go right after praying for rent at church. 

My largest love of the moment, however, is the Emperor's 
Cup at Poleng Lounge (1751 Fulton, SF. 415-441-1751, www. 
polenglounge.com), a 60-ounce cocktail glass that you can have 
filled with anything on the menu. I only wish they offered grape¬ 
fruit-sized olives to garnish the mega-martini, because that would 
be cool. And outrageous! 


Trending somewhat smaller but still with an eye on maximum 
impact: at Luna Park (694 Valencia, SF. 415-553-8584, www. 
Iunaparksf.com) you can park your face in front of the “Fancy Flight 
of Cocktails” — three loaded mini-drinks to share or hoard for 
yourself. On Whisky Wednesdays at the Fifth Floor restaurant 
(12 Fourth St., SF. 415-348-1555, www.fifthfloorrestaurant.com), 
you can buy a 200 ml (just under seven ounces) flask of whisky. 

It’s like bottle service, but the bottle is really small and personal. At 
Taverna Aventine (582 Washington, SF. 415-981-1500, www. 
aventinesf.com), you can buy whisky or whatever by the bottle. But 
you don’t have to finish it all at once as long as you pay for storing it 
in a private locker. 

TO THE EXTREME! 

Or perhaps you prefer extreme service over self-service. At 
swank resto Bix (56 Gold, SF. 415-433-6300, www.bixres- 
taurant.com), they’ll shake your drinks tableside. They do it at 
Spruce (3640 Sacramento, SF. 415-931-5100, www.sprucesf. 
com) too — even assembling an Irish coffee before your very 
place setting, with a cute French press and whipped cream from 
the pastry chef. Fancy. 

For a different sort of service, Tipsy Pig (2231 Chestnut, SF. 
415-292-2300 www.thetipsypigsf.com) has started a mug club. 
Bring in your own — it’s kept at the bar. The mug can be any size; 
they’ll just set the beer price accordingly, making it fair for half-beer 
drinkers and pony keg chuggernaughts. Speaking of frat-friendly 
antics, at Miss Pearl's Jamhouse (1 Broadway, Oakl. 510-444- 
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7171, www.misspearlsjamhouse.com) you can order your alcohol 
purely in the form of Jell-0 shots. 

GET WILD 

Thinking outside the blob, some bartenders are serving all sorts of 
freaky ingredients in their drinks. The Sazerac at Nettie's Crab 
Shack (2032 Union, SF. 415-409-0300, nettiescrabshack.com) 
includes freshly muddled fennel fronds instead of absinthe to sup¬ 
ply the anise flavor in the drink. In other plant drink news, the celery 
cocktail at Aziza (5800 Geary, SF. 415-752-2222, aziza-sf.com) 
includes celery meringue topping. Aziza’s has been doing freaky 
drinks for a long time — I had a rhubarb cocktail there ages ago. 

Now they serve pineapple jerky and a coconut marshmallow drop in 
different drinks. 

The wildest new cocktail menu in town can be found at Dosa 
Fillmore (1700 Fillmore, SF. 415-441-3672 dosasf.com). Its 10 
cocktails designed by Jonny Raglin of Absinthe that call for ingredi¬ 
ents like mango gastrique, coriander nectar, and chicory bitters. Oh, 
and yogurt. 

Sounding perhaps even less appetizing than yogurt cocktails 
— which are pretty good, actually — the garlictini at the Stinking 
Rose (325 Columbus, SF. 415-781-7673, www.thestinkingrose. 
com) has a splash of pickled garlic clove juice in place of olive brine 
in a standard dirty martini. Adventurous tipplers may also warm to 
the kalimotxo at Bocadillos (710 Montgomery, SF. 415-982-2622, 
www.bocasf.com), a traditional Basque drink made with red wine and 
Coca-Cola, or enjoy drinking an Argentina-style Fernet with Coke, 
available at Pisco Latin Lounge (1817 Market, SF. 415-874-9951, 
www.piscosf.com). Then for dessert, pop over to Etiguette (1108 
Market, SF. 415-869-8779, www.etiquettelounge.com) for a Straw¬ 
berry Kiss, rimmed with Flershey’s chocolate. 

FLAUNT IT 

With all the drink specials around San Francisco right now, this is a 
great time to go out cocktailing if you have a job. And if you have job 
security, this could be a perfect time to rub it in strangers’ faces by 
indulging in extravagances like a $1,100 bottle of sake at Ozumo 
(161 Steuart, SF. 415-882-1333 www.ozumo.com) or a $125 half¬ 
pour of bourbon at Bourbon & Branch (501 Jones, SF. 415-346- 
1735, www.bourbonandbranch.com). Tastes like short-lived victory! 


Some expensive cocktails have been downsized, though. 
Cantina (580 Sutter, SF. 415-398-0195, www.cantinasf.com) used 
to offer a cocktail called the Expense Account that was speak¬ 
ing to a certain audience, and the $100 Treasure Island at Epic 
Roasthouse (369 Embarcadero, SF. 415-369-9955 www.epicroast- 
housesf.com) is no longer on the menu. Epic’s neighbor Waterbar 
(399 Embarcadero, SF. 415-284-9922, www.waterbarsf.com), 
though, will sell you a Bloody Mary for $20. Much of that money 
goes to the garnish of prawns, cherry tomatoes, and hot bacon on a 
skewer. (You supersize it with extra garnish for an extra $8.) 

One set of pricey cocktails that hasn’t gone away is the Million 
Dollar Cocktail menu at Harry Denton's Starlight Room (450 
Powell, SF. 415-395-8595, www.harrydenton.com), introduced a few 
years ago. It includes drinks that cost $90 to $735 — still a bargain 
compared to a million! — like the Elegancia, made with Flerradura 
Seleccion Suprema. Tequila is the key ingredient in several other 
expensive drinks. The Westfield Centre’s Zazil (845 Market, SF. 
415-495-6379, www.zazilrestaurant.com) offers a $150 margarita 
made with Tres, Cuatro, Cinco tequila. Tres Agaves (130 Townsend, 
SF. 415-227-0500, www.tresagaves.com) serves a margarita with 
Don Julio 1942 — the drink costs $19.42, so there’s some symmetry 
there. And if you order the 1800 Coleccion tequila at $350, you get 
two ounces of tequila and your name up on the big spender board 
above the bar. 

Other cocktails are only outrageous in their names, like this 
IMc/ceaf-themed mouthful: Glenda’s Flot Pink Oz-mopolitan at Grand 
Cafe (501 Geary, SF. 415-292-0101, www.grandcafe-sf.com). 
Americano Restaurant (8 Mission, SF. 415-278-3777, www. 
americanorestaurant.com) is running its own cultural tie-in, offering 
the Warhol’s Velvet Banana as a drink. You may want to rinse with 
yogurt after that one. 

The Redwood Room (495 Geary, SF. 415-929-2372, www. 
clifthotel.com) has a new drink program with the awful-yet-clever 
name Eggs and Toasts, pairing caviar with champagnes. You have to 
give 24 hours’ advance notice to procure the fresh caviar, plus $500 
to $1,000 of your cash. Slightly less eye-popping, at $14, is the Roe 
Martini at Roe (651 Floward, SF. 415-227-0288 www.roerestaurant. 
com), where caviar-stuffed organic olives are the order of the day.

SHAKES THE BASS UP 

To say that the woofer-rumbling, raga-ripping dubstep sound has exploded on 
the club scene in the past few years is an understatement almost as low as the 
genre’s freakiest frequencies. Dubstep seems perfect for our hyper-multicultur¬ 
al, urban-nomadic age, blending street rhythms with the most intricate laptop 
sonic technology available. It’s perfect for the Bay, with its shimmering blend of 
moody menace and artistic bombast, and has duly been embraced by a number 
of DJs here, many with roots that stretch back to the early days of 2-step, drum 
’n bass, and even rave. 

DJ Ultraviolet (pictured in red, at left), heads up the fab two-year-old 
RedLine dubstep collective, and has been bringing her immaculate technique 
and overflowing energy to the decks in San Francisco since 1997. She was a 
seminal player in the drum ’n bass and breakbeat scene, as part of the Sleeveless 
collective with the Femmes Fatales, and was associated with the legendarily 
raucous Sister DJ crew. As a true vinyl fetishist, she was being booked at the 
tender age of 19 to play jungle at underground ’90s raves and played a part in 
the Future Breaks FM (miss you!) juggernaut of the early aughts. 

Now, along with the wonderfully gifted DJ Kozee, her “second in com¬ 
mand,” Ultraviolet reps the burgeoning female dubstep explosion, producing 
tracks and bringing a touch of grimy glamour to the scene with the MakeOut 
Sessions, RedLine’s regular blowout at Matador. The upcoming installment of 
MakeOut features Matty G of Santa Cruz (www.myspace.com/mattygbeatz) 
pumping tracks from his new album, Take You Back. 

SFBG Who’s all involved in RedLine ? 

ULTRAVIOLET Kozee and I, who do a lot of the event planning and are 
working on a big project together; Babylon System (www.myspace.com/the- 
babylonsystem), a.k.a Roomate and No Thing, is one of the top production 
crews in dubstep, currently on tour in Europe; the three DJs of Blackheart 
(www.myspace.com/lordsofblackheart) from Oakland are our newest addition; 
DJ Rob Cannon (www.myspace.com/djrobcannon), our youngest member; our 
L.A. residents Emu and Pawn, who are also a part of the SMOG crew down 
there, and on our business end, Cyn, Bruxxy, and Dymphna. 

SFBG Do you think the dubstep sound is reaching a critical mass? Is the scene in 
danger of getting stale? 

ULTRAVIOLET I think that as long as the producers and promoters of this 
music stay innovative and don’t just recycle old ideas, you won’t see dubstep 
losing momentum anytime in the near future. I’m sure at some point it will 
evolve, like any form of music. Dubstep incorporates so many types of music 
genres — jungle, techno, house, ragga, glitch, hip-hop, dub, etc. — that it 
appeals to a wide variety of people who may not have been open to others’ 
forms of dance music. I see it getting a lot bigger, and the DJs and producers 
that came in at the right time will see themselves playing for bigger audiences. 

SFBG Is it lame at this point in nightlife history to ask about the special challenges 
you face as women in the biz? 

ULTRAVIOLET Not at all. Part of why I started RedLine was that I wanted 
to create a crew where gender didn’t matter. As long as you were a good DJ 
and loved the music, that was it. I really feel like Kozee and I get our bookings 
because we rock, not because we’re the token females of our genre. And I really 
only notice any sort of gender separation when I travel outside of Cali. Living 
in the Bay, I guess, I live in a bubble where I feel like everyone is truly open- 
minded. I think the percentage of women behind the decks is increasing. There 
are a lot of great dubstep, breaks, and experimental scene females — Mary 
Anne Hobbs, Shiva, Pandai’a, Ikonika, Fire Lieber — that I think go toe-to- 
toe with the boys. With women like these as positive role models, we’ll see a lot 
more females coming into our scene soon, sfbg

LIQUOR CLASSICS

So many delicious alcohol products are coming onto the market this spring 
they re going to have to add extra shelves at the liquor store. Each new 
drink listed below offers a little something special — a new flavor, cat¬ 
egory, production technique, or twist on a classic. 

1. ROSANGEL TEQUILA 

Most flavored tequilas are based on un-aged blancos, but Rosangel begins 
life as Gran Centenario’s highly awarded reposado. Then it’s further rested 
in ex port casks for two months before being flavored with hibiscus. The 
result is more subtle than you might expect, with the hibiscus brightening 
up the tequila and the port adding a long-lasting finish.

2. TANTEO JALAPENO TEQUILA 

Though this tequila probably won’t be distributed in California until fall, 
you can find it on the interwebs in the meantime. Tanteo comes in three 
flavors — a fresh-tasting jalapeno, a surprisingly good powdery chocolate, 
and a tropical flavor that’s my least favorite of the bunch. Each bottle has 
a little bit of the other flavors as well, so this jalapeno tequila has some 
underlying chocolate and mango notes.

3. FIREFLY SWEET TEA VODKA 

This flavored vodka is so dangerously drinkable, I have to hide it from 
myself in the back of the liquor cabinet. Add equal parts vodka and water 
over ice with a lemon wedge, and you’ll hardly know you’re not drinking 
sweet tea, or “sweetened iced tea” as we Northeastern natives know the stuff.

4. SQUARE ONE BOTANICAL ORGANIC SPIRIT 

This new product from locally-owned Square One Vodka falls somewhere 
between a flavored vodka and an herbal spirit-like gin. The flavor is fruity 
(pear, citrus) and floral (lavender, chamomile), with some herbs and spice 
(rosemary, coriander) underneath. As this botanical spirit doesn’t easily fit 
into traditional categories, they’ve released it in a small batch specifically 
for adventurous bartenders.

5. OBAN DISTILLER'S EDITION 1993 

The salty air in the Scottish harbor town where the Oban distillery is 
located lends briny flavors to the range of whisky aged there. This limited 
edition scotch spent its final year in a Montilla fino sherry cask, and the 
fino funk really comes through to the glass. Fans of musky wine and sake 
may find this scotch right up their alley.

6. CAP ROCK ORGANIC DRY GIN 

While most gin starts as a grain-based spirit (corn, wheat, rye), this one’s 
primary base is spirit derived from organic apples sourced near the distill¬ 
ery. It is then infused with fresh and dried flowers and spices, and some 
citrus juice and peels before distilling. The gin is of the floral and fruity 
new world variety rather than the bold juniper-forward London style.

7. G'VINE NOUAISON 

Another brand of non-grain gin is G’Vine, distilled from grapes in the 
Cognac region of France. The green bottle version, Floraison, is an abso¬ 
lute flower bomb in your mouth, but the gray-bottled Nouaison is more 
traditional in flavor profile yet still soft and delicious from the grape spirit. 
Distribution for the brand is changing, and hopefully it will start showing 
up on local store shelves in the next few months.

8. BEEFEATER 24 GIN 

The changes between regular Beefeater and the new Beefeater 24 that 
launches in the U.S. this April are subtle enough that the product is a 
slight adjustment rather than a bold new direction. The distillers kept the 
same botanicals as in the standard product, but added grapefruit peels, 
green tea, and Japanese sencha tea into the mix. The tannins in the tea add 
a structured feeling in the mouth and a lovely long finish.
